Air Chief of Staff Twining han- 
died himself well. Even though 
the Soviets showed him little, he 
was impressed by their new jet 
fighters. He had hoped to see the 
bombers. But since it was a show, 
the cloth of which was cut to the 
tussian pattern, he could only as- 
sume. They had the advanced 
interceptor and combat jets. They 
as surely have the bombers, 
which they concealed. 


‘Peace’ Emphasis 


The Russians do not go in for 
guile. They are as subtle as a 
blackjack. So it was that Khrush- 
chev frankly admitted they were 
having an air show with a care- 
fully chosen international audi- 
ence, to emphasize ‘‘peace.”’ 

Russian fighter craft and in- 
terceptors cannot attack Britain, 
the United States, France or any 
European nation. 

They can meet attack. 


Bombers must carry the attack 
to an enemy. 

So cheerfully admitting the air 
show was limited for propaganda 
and political purposes, the Krem- 
lin showed only its defensive ma- 
chines.

end. Obviously he ‘“‘sipped’’ and 
did not ‘“‘drink.”” He was able to 
make telling counters in the talk 
which was of “‘peace.”’ 

Americans somehow, and this 
is a sad commentary on the 
American press, radio and tele- 
vision, have never quite under- 
stood the value of the bipartisan 
foreign policy. They have con- 
fused it with foreign aid, when 
that is but one of its facets. 
With all our genius for mass com- 
munication, we have not been 
able fully to make clear the ne- 
cessity for such a foreign policy. 

Still the Russians have not been 
quite able to steal the word 
“neace.’’ They would have been 
so able but for our foreign policy 
program which, though it has 
been allowed to drag and, go with- 
out needed revision, has enabled 
us to hold fast to a policy of 
peace and of strength. 


This was at the crux of the Joe 
McCarthy crisis. 


Had he and his followers pre- | 
vailed it is almost a certainty the | 


third world war long ago would 
have been under way. It was of 
the utmost importance to the na- 
tion that the President’s policy 
prevail, and it did so through the 
process of the vote of censure 
against Sen. McCarthy and the 
revelations provided by the TV 
hearings of the charges against 
the Army. 


Telling Point 


Gen. Twining was able to make 
a telling point. ‘“‘The United 
States,”’ he said, “‘was the only 
nation to demobilize after the 
war. We then had to rebuild our 
strength when the Korean War 
began,”’ he continued. ‘‘We will 
not disarm until we are sure there 
is worldwide arms control.”’ 

That was sense. 

It can be done only if we carry 
on a foreign policy of imagination 
and strength. That policy now is 
so chained and bound by legisla- 
tion that no president and no 
state department can have the 
necessary flexibility. Already, 
for example, there is a demand 
we break with Tito. Tito was a 
Communist when we began to 
work with him. He still is. In 
time we may have to end rela- 
tions. But not yet. He still is 
the man who defied Stalin. His 
policy now is that of Moscow. 
He is yet a divisive force, a ral- 
lying figure for those elements 
which may not want to follow 
Khrushchev. Therefore, he is of 
value. ; 

The world must avoid war. We 
cannot do it unless we have a 
strong well-conceived, non-rigid 
policy and military strength. 

Gen. Twining will see and learn 
much that is helpful. 

It will then be up to the Con- 
gress and the people to rise above 
a political year and enable the 
White House to carry out the nec- 
essary policy. :

S., Sociologist Says Here 


By KATHERINE BARNWELL 


There's a general trend toward a 


‘‘renaissance of families’’ in 


America, a Harvard University sociologist said here Monday. 


Dr. Carl C. Zimmerman, asso- 
ciate professor of sociology at 
Harvard, said he believes ‘‘the 
good families are gaining on the 
bad families’”’ in this country. 

Dr. Zimmerman explained this 
trend only as ‘‘a_ psychological 
turn among American people.”’ 

In Atlanta for a 12-day confer- 
ence on social theory at Emory 
University, Dr. Zimmerman said 
in an interview that parents are 
*‘becoming increasingly aware of 
their responsibilities.”’ 

*‘Parents,’’ he said, ‘‘are inter- 
ested in keeping the proper en- 
vironment for their children.’’ 

Dr. Zimmerman said he recent- 
ly completed a study of families 
in six cities to find out why teen- 
agers drop out of high school. He 
wanted to learn, he said, how the 
students were ‘‘motivated’’ by 
their families to complete school 
or to drop out. 

He studied high school students 
in Boston, New Orleans, St. Louis, 


— 


Denver, Omaha and Los Angeles. 
Of every 1,000 who started high 
school in these cities, he said, 
only 621 were graduated. 

Dr. Zimmerman said he found 
that families who were ‘‘careful 
in picking their family friends”’ 
were more sucessful in keeping 
their teen-agers in school. 

Dr. Zimmerman is one of three 
guest lecturers at the Emory so- 
ciology conference. Others are 
Dr. Wilhelm Roetke, professor of 
the Graduate Institute of Interna- 
tional Studies in Switzerland, and 
Dr. Karl Raimund Popper, pro- 
fessor of logic and _ scientific 
method at the University of Lon- 
don.

The Russians, via their air show, have 
once again hit us on the head with a mal- 
let on which is embossed a vital truth. We 
must remain strong and we must carry 
on a vigorous, well-planned foreign 
policy. | 

Air Force Chief of Staff Twining, 
while he did not see the Soviet’s offen- 
sive aircraft, saw enough to be impressed. 
He talked as frankly as did they. He re- 
minded them as they talked of peace that 
this nation was the only one which de- 
mobilized after World War II ended. We 
paid a great price in rearming when the 
Korean War began. 

“We will not disarm again,” Gen. 
Twining told them, “until assured of 
worldwide arms control.” 

. The Russians spoke of patience. 

Ambassador Bohlen reminded them we 
have been patient. 

The ebullient Khrushchev, loosened up 
with wine and vodka, broke in to say, 
“We can beat you at patience.” 

The Russians need this show to help 
themselves with their own and other Com- 
munist peoples. There is restiveness in all 
Communist Parties outside Russia. 

But the American people must not al- 
low the strictures and hypocrisies of an 
election year to blind them to the fact 
that there is to be no world war but in- 
stead a long-time cold war demanding not 
merely strength, but patience. 

And we shall lose it unless we realize, 
as President Eisenhower has said, that 
the cost of a bipartisan foreign policy, ex- 
pensive though it may be, is peanuts 
compared with the cost of war. 

President Woodrow Wilson, when the 
peace treaty was repudiated by the Amer- 
ican people, reminded them that “the job 
will have to be done over again in 20 
vears at 10 times the cost.” He erred only 
in the cost estimated. It was 30 times that 
of the first war. 

Strength, a vigorous, flexible foreign 
policy and patience will be required of us. 
If we allow an election year to sabotage 
it, we shall thereby sabotage our country 
and its future.

Gov. George Bell Timmerman Jr., of 
South Carolina, has announced a meet- 
ing of Southern state Democratic chair- 
men for Atlanta but apparently the 
chairmen don’t know about it. 

Georgia’s chairman, John Sammons 
Bell, has said he knows of no definite 
plans for such a meeting. Gov. Marvin 
Griffin likewise was in the dark. 


Gov. Timmerman is, of course, wel- 
come. But we find ourselves hoping the 
meeting, if there is one, will be held 
somewhere else. 

The South Carolinians seem deter- 
mined to walk out of the Democratic con- 
vention and to make plans ahead of time 
to that end. Other Southern states at 
least want to wait and see what happens 
at the convention. Many of them are 
on record against a walkout or a third- 
party move, such as the South Carolinians 
seem again to want. We would much 
prefer any and all third-party meetings 
be held under a South Carolina dateline. 


South Carolina politicians have what 
amounts to an obsession about third par- 
ties. The fact they can do nothing save 
lead to the breakdown of the American 
political system seemingly means nothing 
to them. 

Nor does the fact that their third-party 
efforts in the past have proved futile 
and ineffective weigh anything in their 
considerations. Once more they reaffirm 
the statement by the philosopher George 
Santayana that “He who does not learn 
from the past is doomed to repeat it.”

In a record breaking turnout of voters, 
Icelanders expressed in no uncertain terms 
their desire for United States military 
personnel to pack up and go home.

Prime issue of the 
campaign was the big U.S. Air Force base 
at Keflavik, a bastion of Western defense 
and other smaller military installations 
throughout the land. 


Clearly the effect of American troops 
on the life of the independent Icelanders 
and the possible involvement, through 
their presence, of Iceland in any future 
world conflict have had an unhappy effect 
on the island. 

Settled by the Vikings, Iceland has a 
parliamentary tradition of more than 
1,000 years. Formerly a kingdom in union 
with Denmark it has been an independent 
republic since 1944, though its ties with 
Europe are close. 

Its geographic location, between 
Greenland and Norway in the iciest of 
latitudes and its poverty once guaranteed 
Iceland peaceful isolation. But the air 
age made it of prime strategic importance, 
a fact to which the Icelanders obviously 
have not reconciled themselves. 


The vote of the Icelanders is under- 
standable, if selfish. But it is shortsighted. 
Power politics abhors a vacuum just as 
much as does nature. And if we move 
out, somebody else is going to move in. 
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Adm. Ernest J. King 
Did a Magnificent Job 


Fleet Adm. Ernest J. King, who had 
the enormous task of rebuilding the 
United States Navy after Pearl Harbor, is 
dead. 

Commissioned an ensign in 1903, the 
admiral began his long and very salty 
career as a midshipman in the Spanish- 
American War. He advanced through 
grades to rear admiral by 1933, was made 
chief of naval operations in 1942 and was 
appointed fleet admiral in 1944. 

Adm. King was a commanding fig- 
ure in every sense of the word. Tall, 
straight and stern faced, he was in the 
old tradition of iron men and wooden 
ships. A disapproving look from him 
could quell a riot. When he gave an or- 
der it was carried out and without any 
foolish questions. 


When Adm. King took over, the 
United States Navy was little more than 
a token force. Weakened by disarma- 
ment after World War I and dealt an al- 
most mortal blow by the Japanese on 
Dec. 7, 1941, American naval might was 
more fiction than fact. To Adm. King 
was given the job of producing a new 
Navy, one mightier than the world had 
ever seen, and manning it. This he did, 
quietly and efficiently. History for- 
ever will bear witness to his successful 
fulfillment of this assignment. 


Despite his enormous influence and his 
seat among the mighty, the admiral was 
not well known to the public. He coined 
no ringing phrases, as did some of his 
predecessors of the Navy and opposite 
numbers in other services. And he had no 
more use for press agents than he had for 
mutiny. 

He was a naval officer through and 
through, devoted to his country and his 
duty. A nation which barely knew him is 
mightily in his debt.

Directors and trustees of the Metro- 
politan YMCA have announced plans for 
a $3,250,000 expansion program of facili- 
ties and equipment in the Atlanta area. 
Looking at the needs and demands for 
such services as those provided by this 
splendid organization, the figure is conser- 
vative. 

The program includes 11 new commu- 
nity or branch buildings, enlargement of 
the Butler and Luckie street plants and 
improvements at the three camps. 


This is a necessary move. Atlanta is 
growing. The community branches have 
proved their value and need. No citizen, 
watching the growth of these suburban 
communities can doubt that need. The 
child population of Fulton County in the 
age group from 9 to 16 has increased 
from 70,000 to 95,000 since 1948 and is 
still growing. 

A public appeal will not be made until 
November. Since 1918 the YMCA has 
made only two capital fund appeals but 
population has grown by some 249 per 
cent. There are at least 30,000 youngsters 
in the community who cannot participate 
in its programs because of lack of facili- 
ties.

Dr. Adenauer Is in Trouble 


With the German Electorate 


Chancellor Konrad Adenauer’s visit to Washington verged on the 
tragic. He came to get White House help in braking the decline of 
his influence in Germany and in Europe. A 10-minute hospital visit 
with President Eisenhower hardly was enough. Nor was there very 
much help in another joint statement with Secretary of State Dulles 
calling on Russia to sanction German reunification. 


Especially since Americans like 
John J. McCloy, former U.S. high 
commissioner in Bonn, have been 
suggesting that West Germany 
may have to renounce its claim to 
lost territories, few West Germans 
can be happy about Dr. Adenauer’s 
mission. 

They sincerely supported the 
chancellor and his pro-Western pol- 
icy when he came to power a dec- 
ade ago. They voted overwhelming- 
ly for him, his partisans and his 
measures. Germans were enthusi- 
astic for a united Europe in a 
united West. They believed with 
Adenauer — and Washington — 
that strength through unity would 
compel the Russians to give up 
East Germany. 


But although the state depart- 
ment sometimes seems unaware of 
it, things have changed in Ger- 
many. Today Dr. Adenauer is a 
minority chancellor, His coalition 
has fallen apart. There is disagree- 
ment in his own party. Not since 
the 1953 general election have his 
Christian Democrats been able to 
maintain their position in a state 
election. And they are given little 
chance in next year’s national 
elections. 

This is significant for the United 
States because we are in some de- 
gree responsible for Dr. Adenauer’s 
present troubles. 

The United States cannot be 
blamed for the rejection of the 
European Defense Community

which dashed German hopes for 
Furopean solidarity, But we did 
bring West Germany into NATO 
as a substitute for EDC. 

Then came the Geneva exchange 
of friendly words, albeit vague 
ones, between the statesmen of 
East and West. To many of the 
unrepresented Germans, this was 
\a sign that their chief national 
aspiration would be neglected for 
an atement of differences be- 
tween\the great power blocs on the 
basis pf the status quo. 


Dr. denauer believed reunifica- 
tion might achieved by his trip 
to Moscow. But there the Russians 
rather than he seemed to be in the 
‘position of strength.’’ Reunifica- 
tion was not even mentioned. He 
was forced to resume diplomatic 
relations with the Kremlin. 


West German disillusionment 
was deep, It showed itself in in- 
creased stubbornness about bring- 
ing the authorized 500,000-man mil- 
itary force into being. It showed 
itself in political defections from 
his administration. And above all, 
it showed itself in proposals for 
trade and negotiations with the 
Communist bloc. There is a wide- 
spread feeling—further encouraged 
by the Kremlin's ‘‘new look’’—that 
Dr. Adenauer’s policies have led 
to failure and that new ways must 
be found and tried. This turn of 
events must be faced in Wash- 
ington,

Is Good Drama

has crossed into 
Tennessee. Play- #= 
ing nightly except #

side theater at 
Gatlinburg, 
Tenn., under the 
title ‘Chucky 
Jack” is the story of Tennessee, 
i6th state in the Union, born the 
state of Franklin. ‘Chucky Jack” 
traces the rise and fall of Frank- 
lin. 

I saw it rise and fall last Satur- 
day night, from a_ high-backed 
chair, one of the 2,501 seats in the 
new Hunter Hills Theater, much 
like the one in Cherokee, N.C., 
where ‘‘Unto These Hills’’ starts 
its seventh season tonight. 


The theater gets its name from 
the author, Kermit Hunter, one of 
the nation’s leading exponents of 
the outdoor drama. 

Anyone who has thrilled to the 
story of pioneering along the head- 
waters of the Tennessee River rec- 
ognizes in the name of the play 
what the Indians called John Se- 
vier. 

Sevier, hero of King’s Mountain, 
crossed the mountains to raise a 
cabin on the Nolichucky River, in, 
it was then Washington County, 
N.C. Now it’s Washington Coun- 
ty, Tenn. 

Between the settlements along 
the Nolichucky, the Holston and 
the Clinch and the parent state of 
North Carolina there was a moun- 
tain barrier and a seeming wall 
of indifference. 

Left on their own, the settlers 
beyond the ridges went about mak- 
ing laws and handling problems 
in their own way. The ensuing 
conflict, with the mother state and 
the Indians, is the plot for ‘Chucky 
Jack.’’ 

The story is told well, in two 
acts and 16 scenes. The charac- 
ters are authentic. So is the cos- 
tuming, and colorful, too. The stag- 
ing is splendid. Quick shifts are 
made by revolving stages on either 
side. The sidedrops are Tennes- 
see's own green hills. 

The acting Saturday night was 
spotty, a little rough around the 
edges. But the performance was 
the third of a first season. 

The audience was small, partly 
because of a suppertime thunder- 
storm which at curtain time was 
threatening an encore. 

As a story ‘‘Chucky Jack”’ lacks 
the intense drama of ‘‘Unto These 
Hills.”” But it has color, beauty, 
authenticity and punch, It teaches 
a powerful lesson in American 
history and democracy. 

By the way, the musical score is 
by a Cherokee Indian, Jack Fred- 
erick Kilpatrick. The choral parts

WASHINGTON — The question most often 
asked about Marshal Tito’s visit to Moscow—as 
a means of trying to measure what is happening 


—seems to me to miss the mark. It is a leading question and almost

The question is: Have the 


new Soviet leaders taken Yugoslavia'’s Tito into the Kremlin camp? 


The honest answer is no bu 
it is the question that is wrong, 
not the answer. 


The real question is not wheth- 
er Tito was ‘‘taken’’ into the 
Kremlin camp but whether he 
walked in voluntarily, sat down 
and felt at home. 

It is going to be very tempt- 
ing, very easy, for the West to 
drop Tito like a hot hammer- 
and-sickle and maybe the time 
will come when we should. But 
it would be foolish not to wait 
for a fuller disclosure of exactly 
where Tito is taking his country. 
If he is to become an uncritical 
ally of everything the Kremlin 
wants, there is no reason why 
the United States should help 
strengthen Yugoslavia in order 
that Yugoslavia can more ef- 
fectively work for the same anti-

There is evident a new spirit of 
tolerance in which both sides seem 
to be seeking middle ground. This 
is exhibited most strikingly by a 
definite relaxation in formerly 
rigid attitudes by Northern fig- 
ures hitherto regarded as some- 
what extreme, among them Gov. 
Harriman of New York and Gov. 
Williams of Michigan. 

It is apparent that some quiet 
missionary work has been going on 
across the Mason and Dixon Line. 


What all this reflects is a new 
optimism among Democrats as they 
look toward the November elec- 
tion, which means that the presi- 
dential nomination now has a more 
alluring aspect. That naturally 
conduces to a desire for party 
harmony among the aspirants so 
that there will be a united party to 
lead—or, at least, as near a united 
party as is possible for Democrats. 

The vibrant feeling among Dem- 
ocrals was expressed by one of 
the party’s new and up-and-com- 
ing Eastern leaders, Gov. Robert 
Meyner of New Jersey, who ob- 
served that the party is in better 
shape today in every way than it 
was four years ago. This, he said, 
is plain in the composition of the 
governors conference. Four years 
ago there were 30 Republican gov- 
ernors, 18 Democratic: today there 
are 27 Democratic governors, 21 
Republican.

He forced the 
Soviet leaders to recognize in 
principle the ‘‘equal’’ status of 
non-Soviet Communist parties. 

This is pure Titoism and a 
bitter, perhaps dangerous pill for 
the Kremlin to swallow. It could 
weaken the discipline of the Com- 
munists everywhere outside Rus- 
sia—not the least in countries 
like Czechoslovakia and Poland. 

But of what value is it to the 
free world to have Tito success- 
fully flaunt his “‘independence” 
before the Soviet leaders if he 
uses that independence to follow 
uncritically, almost totally, the 
Soviet line? 

Tito is admitted by the Kreme 
lin to be ‘“‘equal’’ and ‘‘independ- 
ent.’ That is all to the good but 
if Tito uses his ‘‘equality’’ to 
hew to the Soviet line volun- 
tarily he would be even a more 
useful ally of Soviet purposes, 
All the facts are not vet in. We 
need to wait and see—but not 
too long.

Discrimination problems, hé 
said, are not confined to the South 
but exist elsewhere, including his 
own state and many other parts of 
the North. Only recently, he saids 
there was a case of segregation in 
a New Jersey district which re 
quired intervention by the state to 
rectify.

But it refused to make further 
comment as to whether it con- 
sidered issuance of the AIA direc- 
tory to be unethical. 


Wilfred J. Gregson, former 
member of the state board, testi- 
fied Monday that a roster publish- 
ed by the secretary of state 
showed 658 architects registered 
to practice in Georgia. 


LISTS 252 


The directory put out by the 
AIA, however, lists only 252 of 
that number—all AIA members, 
he said. 


Gregson said the label of the 
AIA booklet—‘‘Directory of Geor- 
gia Architectural Firms’’—was 
misleading in that many people 
believed it to be a complete list. 


Gregson’s attorney, Mrs. Helen 
Douglas Mankin, told the board 
she did not actually want Heery’s 
license revoked. She said a re- 
quest for revocation was the only 
way the matter could legally be 
brought before the board. 

Mrs. Mankin said she hoped the 
board, in refusing to revoke 
Heery’s license, would at the 
same time take a stand as to 
whether the members believed 
the AIA directory ethical. 

She charged that the board rep- 
resented a ‘‘stacked deck’’ be- 
cause all the members are also 
AIA members. 

ANNOUNCED REFUSAL 

When the board announced its 
refusal to revoke Heery’s license 
without any additional comment, 
Gregson said ‘‘I guarantee you it 
will go further.”’ 

Gregson said he did not know 
yet whether ‘‘further’’ would be| 
a court case or an appeal to the) 
local chapter of the AIA,

Ann H, Weydert, and friends in- 
sisted that Jean shouldn't ever 
fly again, But two months after 
the crash, the plucky pilot was 
once more soloing in the air. 

Jean won her private license 
in 1948, and has been up in the
